Washington, Jan. 
3.—Professor 


Milton Whitney, chief of the bureau 
..of soils of the department of agricul- 
'• lure, has added his voice to tile gen- 


eral chorus of explanation as to why 
the price of food continually advances 
and never recedes. 
His Is the ex- 


planation of the scientist who is 
watching the development of the pro- 
ducing capacity of our farm lands, the 
increase in the volume as well as the 
value of our products. 


Professor Whitney Inclines to as- 


cribe the unremitting advance to the 
fact that as Americans grow, richer 
in material wealth, such as Incomes 
from capital and from the results of 
labor lu Its various forms, they are 
-Constantly Increasing the amount they 
eat, the variety of their diet and the 
quality of food which they demand. 
Whitney said: 


"The secretary of agriculture lias 


' for years been calling attention to the 
Increase In the amount and value of 


"our crops. Why the Increased cost, 


if productivity has more' than 
kept 


pace with the per capita growth? 
Obviously brcause of the Increased do-' 
maud per capita. 
The amount we 


consume is In some sense proportional 
to the variety of our foods and our 
ability to purchase. 


We are as a nation very rich; 


•wages are high, and we can afford 
variety, and we all enjoy far greater 
variety than we did fllty years ago. 
The markets In our cities, large and 
small, 
already have In December 


spring 
and 
summer 
vegetables, 


fruits and meats at prices' within the 
reach of the masses of our people. 


"We have tempting varieties of 


breakfast foods and other preparations 
made of wheat and corn. This variety 
tends to Increase consumption. We eat 
.more per capita than we used to. 
If 


the people can afford it, why not? 


"The present conditions of soil pro- 


ductivity, the falling off of our ex- 
jtorts, and (he high price 
of 
food 


stuffs, If taken together with the gen- 
eral prosperity, do not, to my mind, 
Indicate danger of starvation, even if 
wo , were compelled at some future, 
time lo tone down the high living we 
are at present enjoying. 
- "It does show that our farmers are 
: jgaged In a winning and a growing 
•'icupatlon with a large and growing 
.cmand for the things they produce. 


"Agriculture In this country Is In its 


Infancy, and we have hardly more 
than cleared the ground and got the 
fences ui». 
When we settle down to 


the real business of farming, and get 
a-thorough knowledge of the soil of 
each field, as the people of the longer 
settled countries of Europe have done, 
we shall have fewer failures to pull 
down our average of productivity. 


•"There never have been greater op- 


portunities offered for American farm- 
ing. In the east and south especially 
are cheap productive soils awaiting 
resettlement and reoccupatiou, with 
ever increasing variety of products. - 


"We should apply ourselves in ear- 


nest and with determination to get 
the best out of them by exercising in- 
telligent control of these valuable as- 
sets. 
We should, furthermore,-do 


this by force of Intellect or foresight, 
father than by force of necessity, as 
has been the case in European coun- 
tries."

Says He Goes to Prison 


Under Brutal Sentence 


GLOVE MAY FURNISH CLUE 


HE EXPECTED NEW TRIAL 


Damage Done to Him Not Half as Im- 


portant, He Declares, as Injury to 
Administration 
of 
Justice—Hopes 


That Friends Who Know of Him and 
His Case Will Seek Intervention by 


President Taft 
* 


New York, Jan. 3.—With a su- 


preme effort to be cheerful, but with 
emotion occasionally getting the bet- 
tor of him, Charles W. Morse left 
New York Sunday to serve 
fifteen 


years iu the federal prison lit Atlanta 
for. violation of the national banking 
laws. 


Before leaving the Tombs. Morse 


received his wife and two sons and 
then the newspaper men. He was too 
affected to say anything, 
but 
he 


handed put a carefully prepared state- 
ment of comment on his case. 


Morse left Jersey City on the Birm- 


ingham flyer of the Southern railway 
at 10:43 a. m. In custody of Deputy 
United States Marshals Steehling and 
Linicus. 


"1 am going to Atlanta to begin 


penal servitude under the most brutal 
sentence ever pronounced against a 
citizen in a civilized country," is the 
opening sentence of Morse's state- 
ment. 


"1 have hoped," the statement ccn- 


tinucs, "with that hope which comes 
from a consciousness of my innocence, 
that I will not have to close out for- 
ever the light and liberty of this 
world under such an inhuman sen- 
tence. 
I had felt that the fact that 1 


had paid a line of $7,000,000 and 
served a year in prison would satisfy 
the cry for a victim, and I have stead- 
ily believed that the courts would be 
compelled to give me a new trial. 


"When I learned Hint the private de- 


tectives of the prosecution were the 
keepers of the jury; that the jury 
drunk like men upon a jaunt 
or 
a 


holiday rather than citizens engaged 
in a serious service, and that as a ro- 
siilt two of them were rendered un- 
lit, 1 naturally hoped i would bo al- 
luwed another trial by another jurj 
free of these hostile influences. 


"It seems, however, that the courts 


Intend to establish the practices \vhlci) 
make rum-drinlclng a part of jury ser- 
vice and private detectives as the cus- 
talliiiis of a jury a permanent institu- 
tion. By this' sentence and jiKisiurni 
1 may he brought to iv.in; hut the 
damage done to me is not half as im- 
portant as the injury to the adminis- 
tration of justice. 


"I am now up Iu years andl must 


with the passing of lime pass also; 
but the record of my conviction, and 
they way it was brought about, will 
remain a lasting ar.d dangerous ex- 
ample of a government gone mad in 
search of a victim. 


"Whether I shall serve my full sen- 


tence I am not able lo say, much de- 
pending upon how much the govern- 
ment at Washington shall look upon 
It. 
I have great faith that all right- 


thinking men and women who know 
of me and my case, and who realize 
the Inhumanity of my sentence, will 
make known their feelings to the 
president. 


"Whatever the future may hold in 


store—liberty 
or/ 
imprisonment—I 


shall endeavor to meet In the same 
way I have struggled against the mis- 
fortunes of the past two years." 


A few minutes before the train's 


departure, Harry and Benjamin Morse 
appeared for another farewell to their 
father.

Byrne drew his short stick and gavo 


Bennett a blow over the forehead, 
which caused a cut a couple of Inches 
long.

put on his right wrist he fought so 
hard that he drew the blood.

getting his man to the station Byrne 
was taken in tlie ambulance to the re- 
lief hospital for treatment. 


For Eline time, it is said, Bennett, 


who has been in this country for a 
number of years and become thor- 
oughly Americanized, even to the point 
of changing his name, has been an 
admirer of Jennie, the 22-year-old 
daughter of the slain man.

Bennett went into the 


saloon, confronted the father of his 
sweetheart and demanded an explana- 
tion as to why he was refused to see 
Jennie, also intimating that he would 
marry the girl In spite of any parental 
objections. 


In less than five minutes the argu- 


ment had become so heated that Ben- 
nett, pulled from his pocket a flve- 
cbamber revolver and fired one shot at 
Calonico. 
The shot went wild and 


crashed into a mirror over Calonico's 
head. . Another shot rang out and the 
bullet hit the old man's head and he 
dropped to the floor. Bennett then 
rushed to the side of the old man and 
fired two more shots into his body as 
he lay dying In front of him.

BO much Ihe severity of the cold as its long continuance that Mils the 
bees. 
I prefer outdoor wintering In. chaff packed hives, as outdoor 


bees are bciler able lo stand the spring weather and to liuve an 
abundance of young bees by the first spring bloom. 


Modern hives with good brood chambers, equal to the laying ca- 


pacity of the queen, are considered best for obtaining surplus honey. 
Such, however, are not the best for wintering, as the store* are us- 
ually insufficient. When all breeding is over for the season, tho cen- 
tral combs nre often deficient In slores. Here a good, practical feeder 
comes into requisition, one lliat can be used during the cold nights of 
October, and that will work successfully with thick sirup. Nothing is 
gained by compelling the bees lo evaporate a large amount of-water 
so late in the season. For late feeding I use about one quart of wa- 


. ter to every 14'pounds of the best granulated sugar. 
When early 


feeding is practiced, thin sirup may be used, but for late feeding we 
need the sirup very thick—just thin enough so the bees can work it 
nicely.

An Old Time Form of Military PunlVh- 


.ment In England. 


Torlure on a grand scale In England 


went out with Peltoii. the assassin ot 
Buckingham, but lorture on a small 
scale continued to bo practiced on 
military offenders down to the eight- 
eenth century. 
The form most fre- 


quently resorted to'was that known as 
tbe wooden horse, to ride which was 
tbe punishment accorded for petty 
thefts, insubordination and so c-n. Tho 
wooden horse was inude of planks 
nailed together so as to form n sharp 
ridge or angle about eight or nine feet 
long. This ridge represented the back 
of the horse and -was supported by 
four posts or legs about five feet high 
placed on a stand made inoyab)e';by 
truckles. To complete the resemblance 
to the noblest animal In creation a 
head and la!! were added. 


When a soldier was sentenced, ei- 


ther by court martial or by bis com- 
manding olilcer, to ride the horse he 
was placed on tho brute's back, with 
bis bands lied behind him, and -fre-
